Frequently this is more 
than the total profit on the tool itself.

4 Definition by Erle P. Halliburton 


THE THING which has made the United 
States the strongest nation in the world 
has been what we have called our free 
enterprise system. This ineans a tree com- 
petitive society in which the individual 
must render as good or better service, or 
sell a commodity for the same or less 
money than anyone else is willing to offer. 
In other words, in a free competitive 
society the buyer has the privilege of buy- 
ing in an open market at the lowest price 
offered. Under free enterprise exch indi- 
vidual must assume the responsibility of 
his own economic well-being. It is this 
responsibility which develops character, 
confidence and strength in the individual 
citizen. No nation can ever bestronger than 
the colléctive strength of its individual 
citizens. It is this philosophy of govern- 
ment which has developed a peaple who 
are able to give themselves the highest 
standard of living ever enjoyed by man- 
kind.

One thing is cretain — the post-war 
sales force which does not see and 
bristle with a full quota of exservice 
men won't be much of a sales force. 

While production men are giving 
thought to the modernizing of their 
lines, the shift from wartime production 
to peacetime production, an equally 
serious problem is facing general sales 
management. When the time comes 
for the manufacturing department to 
start sending out peacetime goods, the 
sales department must start bringing in 
the orders — the job of building a field 
force. When all is said and done, even 
if everything else clicks 100 per cent, 
the real job is going to be done by 
the men in the field. Here they will 
carry over into peacetime a lesson 
learned in the war zones. The force 
which clinches the job, which nails 
down the victory, is the dirty, bloody, 
sweaty, lousy, fighting infantry — in 
peacetime sales parlance, the gang of 


salesmen.

ALUMINUM AUTOMOBILES 

A possible criterion of cars to come 
may be the airplane. Aluminum com- 
prises about 75 per cent of the modern 
military plane. In a four-engine bomb- 
er, something like 48 per cent of its 
weight is aluminum sheet. 

Engineers propose reduction of auto- 
mobile weight to about 70 per cent of 
what was standard in 1942. One-half 
of this decrease could be obtained by 
use of aluminum. New cars — when 
their manufacture is resumed — may 
have aluminum motors, as cylinders 
and pistons were already recognized 
before the war and cylinder heads, 
engine blocks and oil pans have prov- 


ed themselves under service conditions.

Fleets of giant refrigerated cargo 
planes which will bring the world's 
produce to the American dinner table 
hours instead of days after it has been 
gathered may be one of the early re- 
sults of wartime advances in refrigera- 
tion and air conditioning, predicts S. E. 
Lauer of York. 

Super refrigerated air freighters are 
possible even now because of the high- 
er efficiency of refrigerants and de- 
crease in size of the equipment, a 
development brought on by military 
needs. — Air Conditioning and Re- 
frigeration News.

VENEZUELA NOW HAS 
““FONOPOSTAL” SYSTEM 


The Republic of Venezuela inaug- 
urated recently the system of "Fono- 
postal’ — the practice of sending, 
through the mail, special phonograph 
records bearing messages. Venezuela 
is the fourth of the American republics 
to make Fonoposial a part of the postal 
system of the nation. This method of 
sending messages was adopted by 
Argentina in 1939, by Brazil and Mex- 
ico in 1942. 

The charge for the blank disk, the 
recording of the message by the in- 
dividual, and the packing and postage 
within Venezuela is 2 bolivars per 
record. For the present, records can 
be made only in the main post office in 
Caracas, the capital, but it is planned 
to establish stations for making record- 
ings in other cities as well. 


IT‘S GOOD FOR BUSINESS

“Good citizenship must begin in the 
field of business,” says Frederick GC. 
Crawford, chairman of the board of the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 

“America is not going to be run for 
the benefit of business. We intend to 
run business for the benefit of Amer- 
ica,’ continued Crawford. 

Citizenship, as applied to a business 
institution would include these oppor- 
tunities for service: 

1. Among employees. Obviously the 
goodwill and loyalty of employees is 
the first need of a company seeking the 
reputation of being a good citizen. 

2. In the community, or plant town. 
Every plant needs to be regarded as a 
good citizen among its fellow citizens 
— among the grocers, the clergymen. 
newspapers, housewives. 

3. In the trade. The first points of 
contact with the market are the distrib- 
iors and dealers whose goodwill is 
vital to sales. 

4, Among customers. Obviously vol- 
vme and therefore profits depend upon 
the reputation of the company in its 
market. 

5. In government. Some degree of 
governmeni control is here to stay, and 
government needs the guidance of far- 
sighted and experienced industrial 
managers to shape laws and regula- 
tions and to administer them in the 


public interest.

FISH EGGS BY AIR 

After fulfilling the requirements of 
international wartime “protocol,” which 
including the securing of necessary 
priority ratings, a shipment of 500,000 
whitefish eggs and 40,000 lake trout 
eggs arrived in perfect condition last 
January 21 at Limatambo Airport, 
Lima, Peru, aboard a Pan American- 
Grace Airways transport. Packed in 
two wooden boxes and kept at low 
temperatures by means of ice, the 
shipment reached Lima from Put-In- 
Bay, Ohio, was a gift of the U. S. gov- 
ernment to the Peruvian Government, 
and destined for the International Fish 
Hatcheries at Chucuito on Lake Titi- 
caca, the highest navigable lake in the 
world, on the boundary of Peru and 


Bolivia.
